Speaker Gordon Garland of the 
assembly, shortly before the state 
legislature recessed its special ses- 
sion, made a forthright report to 
the people of California—frankly 
Stating that the real contest at 
Sacramento had been over the ques- 
tion whether State Government 
should turn LEFT, as advocated 
by Communist-controlled pressure 
groups, or whether it should turn 
RIGHT “and return California to 
sanity and solvency.” 

He then made the reassuring de- 
claration: 

“I am proud to report to you that 


RIGHT!” 

Mr. Garland’s report was a cor- 
rect and challenging statement of 
the underlying issue of the four 
week’s special session. And Cali- 
fornia citizens have every reason to 


the good sense and the courage to 
turn right, instead of Swerving fur- 
ther to the left. 

But the Legislature’s special ses- 
sion has not adjourned; it is only | 
in recess, to reconvene on May 13, 
when many of the most hotly-de- 
bated issues—including the size of 
relief budgets and Governor Olson’s 
proposals for 50 million in addi- 
tional taxes—will come up for final 
action, And whether the Legisla- 
ture continues in its determined 
stand against Communist influences 
in State Government, against ex- 
tremism, relief racketeering and 
high-handed mis-use of public 
funds, will depend to large extent on 
the verdict that the public hands | 
down while the legislators are at 
home, sounding out opinion in their 
respective districts.

In charge of the expedition is 
Dr. William M. Mann, director of 
the national zoo, who long has 
been recognized as one of the 
foremost animal collectors of the 
world. He hopes to obtain a com- 
plete collection of the fauna of 
Liberia, including many species of 
animals, birds and reptiles which 
never have been taken into cap- 
tivity, as well as other species 
which are rare in this country. 

The expedition is under the 
general supervision of the Smith- 
sonian Institution, of which the 
national zoo is a division, and it 
is sponsored by The Firestone 
Tire & Rubber Company, which 
has vast rubber plantations in 
Liberia. The Firestones have been 
interested in the national zoo for 
many years, the late Harvey S. 
Firestone havi presented a Li- 
berian pygmy hippopotamus to 

zoo 13 years ago. Harvey 8. 
Firestone, Jr. gave the zoo a 
Liberian potto, an unusual animal 
about the size of a kitten; and 


Mann is particularly anxious to 
bring back alive are pygmy ele- 
phants, pygmy hippopotamuses, 
red bush cows, zebra antelopes, 
harnessed antelopes, bongo ante- 
lopes, flying squirrels and a 
number of species of cats, such 
as the West African forest 
leopard, the fine-spotted serval 
and the blue serval, the latter 
being large wild cats having long 
legs and large, untufted ears. 

He points out that there are 
four species of Colobus monkeys 
in Liberia and there are three 
species of pangolins, or ant- 
eaters, although the latter zgen- 
erally do not live in captivity. 

The chevrotain, or water deer, 
which stands about 12 inches 
high at the shoulder and which 
lives in the marshes, also will be 
sought. Dr. Mann is taking seines 
in the hope of catching interest- 
ing and seldom seen fish; and he 
is anxious to capture many inter- 
esting reptiles. He wants, too, to 
bring back birds, such as the 
hornbills, sunbirds, lovebirds, bar- 
bets and many unusual storks and 
cranes,
